ple of County lines, or 30 miles distance, we 
shull divide our strength, and accomplish no- 
thing. Let us all, then, unite on two cents 
letter postage, and DUO cent newspaper pos- 
tage for all distances, and we can secure 
these at the next session of Congress, and af- 
terward we can make any reform the public 
weal demands, in regard to the further re- 
duction of newspaper postage.

FOUKIGN NEWS. 


ENGLAND.—A new Bull from the Pope.— 


An extraordinary Bull has been issued by the 
Pope. It is dated Rome, at St. Peter's, under 
the seal of the Fisherman, on the 29th day of 
September, in the fifth year of the Pontificate. 
It recites that it is the earnest desire and aim 
of the Roman Pontiff to extend Catholicity, 
and to " re-convert the English nation," espe- 
cially by the foreign education of devout 
young English Catholics, who, when brought 
up in the Propaganda College in their eccle- 
siastical calling, might return to their native 
hind, aud there propagate the true faith. 


The Pope, considering the present state of 


Catholicism in England, and the enormous 
number of persons daily converted, judges it 
proper to recall the vicars apostolic, and a com- 
plete new episcopal hierarchy is established 
An Archbishopric is created, under the title 
of Archbishop of Westminster, who will have 
a suffragan bishop of Southwark, and eleven 
other suffragan bishops divide the rest of the 
entire kingdom. All their jurisdictions are 
boldly and distinctly parcelled out, and the 
bishops are assured they will enjoy in Eng- 
tankl the same rights and facilities as in other 
Catholic countries, and that in a pecuniary 
point of view, the new bis-hops will be no los- 
ers, as the splendor of their temples and their 
wants will be amply provided for. 


This Bull has created an intense feeling 


throughout England, and it is believed in 
many quarters that the Cabinet Council has 
been called together earlier than usual in or- 
der to act in the way best calculated to stop 
farther proceedings.
